WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—(#) 
American naval forces are hitting 
the Japanese on a 3,500-mile front 
in the Western Pacific and hold 
virtual control of 8,000,000 square 
miles of Pacific waters and islands 
once dominated by the enemy. 

Ralph A. Bard, acting secretary 
of the Navy, reported this today 
in a review of the ‘Pacific war in

Bard also reported that.approx!- 
mately 11,000 enemy dead have 
been counted on reconquered 
Guam, former American base cap- 
tured by the Japanese in the first 
few days of the war.

“Undoubtedly,” he said, “the 
Japanese losses considerably ex- 
ceed that figure for it is known 
that on Guam they have them- 
selves conducted mass burials of 
large numbers of their casualties.

ISTANBUL, Aug.  15.--(P)— |

the Turkish ship Mefkure, pre- 
viously reported sunk August 5 
while en route from Romania to 
Turkey with 250 Jewish refugees, 
said today the ship was sent to 
the bottom by shellfire from three 
German patrol boats.

A communique from the U. S. 
strategic Air Force in Britain, call- 
ing the enemy opposition the 
strongest in weeks, said 23 heavy 
bombers and three fighters failed 
to return from Germany. 


The American fighters reported 
shooting down 32 German planes 
in air combat, including two 
rocket-propelled planes, and on 
the way back to Britain shot up 
23 locomotives and more than 100 
railroad cars. 

At the same time medium, light 
and fighter bombers harassed the 
Germans on the western and 
southern French fighting fronts, 
and unescorted Flying Fortresses 
bombed vital railway bridges in 
southern France. 

Air support over the Falaise- 
Argentan corridor was somewhat 
reduced, however, by worsening 
weather over western France. 

Following up the gigantic 4,000- 
sortie raids on the German air 
force in the field Tuesday, the 
Britain-based American Liberators 
and Fortresses assaulted a half- 
dozen aircraft plants and synthetic 
oil factories in Germany. 


Their targets included the De- 
litzsch air equipment depot, one 
of Germany’s most important; the 
Schkeuditz and Halle bomber 4s-, 
sembly plants, aircraft. engine 
works at Madgeburg, Kothen “and 
Dessau, the Halbderstadt air force 
Station, the synthetic oil factories 
at Magdeburg, Zeitz and Bohlen, 
and a carbonization and oil refin- 
ery at Rositz. 


Fighter opposition and intense 
antiaircraft fire made the skies 
hot for the raiders, and their es- 
cort of nearly 1,000 fighters had 
a busy time keeping the intercep- 
tors off the big bombers. Many of 
the German planes were the new 
rocket-propelled fighters. 


British Mosquitoes dropped 4.,- 
000-pound bombs in Berlin dur- 
ing the night, and also patrolled 
the frontline areas. 


American Marauders dropped 
2,000,000 leaflets in the Gap area, 
urging the Germans to surrender 
and promising them safe-conduct. 
The leaflets featured pictures of 
German officers surrendering at 
Cherbourg.

Russians Exact 


Terrific Toll in 


Men, Material 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—(/)—The 
Germans went all out today to 
hold Warsaw, throwing gigantic 
tank and infantry forces into 
counterattacks northeast of the 
old Polish capital and forcing the 
Russians out of the town of Os- 
sow, seven miles from Warsaw’s 
contigious suburb of Praga. 


Loss of Ossow was acknowl- 
edged in the midnight Soviet. com- 
munique, the first announced loss 
of any importance since the vast 
victory parade of the Russian 
summer offensive began June 23. 


NAZI LOSSES GREAT 


The Russians never had an- 
nounced capture of Ossow, mark- 
ing their closest approach to War- 
saw since they began the suburban 
siege of the capital July 31 after 
mg Wolomin, 10 miles north- 
eas 


This was the second day that 
the Russians had reported German 
counterattacks before Warsaw, but 
they made clear that the price the 
Nazis paid for this fractional suc- 
cess was exorbitant. 


The communique reported that 
on all fronts Tuesday the Ger- 
mans lost 118 tanks, raising the 
two-day total of German armor 
losses to 232 and implying that a 
great percentage of these were in 
front. of Warsaw. 


The “German high command’s 
communique omitted mention of 
Warsaw. ' 

Elsewhere on the 1,000-mile ac- 
tive front the Russians reported 
continuing succésses. 


On the Estonian front they an- 
nounced advances that swept up 
70 more towns, and in Lithuania, 
where the Russians have been 
bearing down ‘toward Memeland, 
they announced repulse of Ger- 
man counterattacks. 


On the southern Polish front, 
Soviet troops broke into the city 
of ‘Sandomierz and engaged the 
Germans in street fighting. The 
city had been by-passed closely for 
two weeks by the extended Rus- 
sian bridgehead across the Vistula. 


Fall of Sandomierz, however, 
would greatly strengthen the Rus- 
Sian advanced spearhead position 
and possibly permit Soviet forces 
there to strike sharply northward 
in an ou g movement 
against Warsaw, as well as easing 
the- way for a renewed drive 
southwestward - Krakow. —

State and county superintendents of schools would be appointed by 
education boards, instead of elected by the people, under provisions of 
the new constitution adopted by the constitution revision commission. 

The 


redrafting commission, at 
yesterday’s session, voted to con- 
tinue the present pian of having 
the Governor appoint the State 
Board of Education, and the grand 
juries name the county boards. To 


take schools further out of politics, 
however, the commission decided 
to make the superintendent posts 
also appointive rather than elec- 
tive 


The commission also voted to 
abolish some 2,000 independent 
rural school systems in order to 
place the educational program 
(with the exception of city sys- 
tems) on a county-wide basis. 
School boards would be appointed 
for five-year terms, instead of 
four-year terms, so one member of 
the five could be named each year. 
The group wrote a provision in 
the constitution forbidding estab- 
lishment of future independent 
systems, and Sen. Frank Gross ex- 
pressed hope that eventually the 
city systems would come into the 
county-wide systems.

U. S. BOMBERS BUSY 

American Southwest Pacific 
bombers again struck the southern 
Philippines, hitting the wharf area 
at Davao City. Other Liberators 
raided Lolobata airdrome on Hal- 
mahera island, west of Dutch New 
Guinea, destroying 11 grounded 
Japanese planes. They also attack- 
ed coastal: installations and small 
——— and knocked out a 3,000- 
ton Nippon freighter near Boeroe 
island, south of Halmahera. 

On the Asiatic continent Chinese 
forces opened a drive near Ichang, 
Yangtze river point and western- 
most Japanese base in Central 
China. They were reported to have 
breached Nippon lines at several 


points. 

The Chinese pressed their fight 
to recapture Hengyang, railway 
junction city in Hunan province. 
JAPS LOSE IN BURMA 

Meanwhile the Japanese were 
suffering further setbacks in Bur- 
ma and northeast India, 

Chinese legions, in their Yunnan 
province offensive to reopen the 
Burma road, went into large-scale 
action at Tengchung and Lung- 
ling, close to the Burma border, 

American airmen supported the 
Chinese at Tengchung, a major 
objective. The Chinese attacked 
after throwing back Japanese 
counter blows, 

Intensive artillery fire paved 
the way for Chinese smashes 
against two well fortified hill po- 
sitions overlooking the eastern 
and southern approaches to Lung- 
ling, strong Japanese position 
astride the Burma road. The Chi- 
nese gained 6n one hill front and 
isolated the Japanese on the other. 


ALLIES PURSUING JAPS 

Allied forces in the Indian-Bur- 
mese frontier zone pressed their 
southward advance along the Tid- 
dim road in pursuit of defeated 
Japanese remnants of the 33rd 
division, 

Radio Tokyo said . Japanese 
forces in northeast India “have 
been transferred into Burmese ter- 
ritory where they are prepared 
for further battles.” 

This was in sharp contrast with 
an official British report of Au- 
gust 8 on the disastrous Japanese 
attempt to invade India. The re- 
port asserted the 15th and 3lst 
Japanese divisions had been ‘“‘writ- 
ten off” and that actual count of 
Nippon dead was 15,693. 

In Burma the road to Mandalay 
. as crowded with Allied forces 
advancing southeastward toward 
strategic Japanese bases.

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Abolishing Tax Exemptions 

. The commission currently redrafting Georgia’s state consti- 
tution is to be congratulated upon its apparent determination 
to eliminate special privilege in the field of tax exemptions. 

- Thus far it has (1) put an end to the prevalent but illogical 
practice of extending free taxes for a given period of years to 
encourage out-of-the-state industries to locate here and (2) ab- 
rogated a long-standing agreement whereby three railroads paid 
one-half of one per cent of their net\income in lieu of taxes. 

The first practice is unsbund for the same general reasons 
as the luring of new industry with the promise of “cheap labor.” 
All of us want to see new businesses brought into Georgia but, 
almost without exception, those enterprises which seek to lo- 
cate branches here are more than well enough established to 
carry their fair share of the tax burden from the first. 

As for the railroads, the Georgia Railroad, the Augusta and 
Savannah Railroad, and the Southwestern Railroad have been 
allowed special privileges for well over one hundred years. 
Continued partiality to these roads is unfair, not only to the 
other carriers, but to every taxpayer in the state. They pay, 
according to Public Service Commission Chairman Walter Mc- 
Donald, only $40,000 annually into the state treaqury at present 
as against the $95,000 which they would have to pay if they 
were treated—as, indeed, they should be—on the same basis 
as anybody else. 

Georgia not only needs that $55,000 a year. Georgia also 
needs the knowledge that this is a state free from special 
privilege and partiality in the matter of tax exemptions. |

~The Need Is Obvious 


Highly encouraging is the fact that the Army Air Forces 
have made another inspection of the Atlanta airport for the 
purpose of reconsidering the proposed extension of runways.

But unde- 
niably, the unfortunate wrecking of one of Uncle Sam's precious 
B-29's on July 11 has settled, once and for all, the fact that 
present runways at the installation are inadequate. 

As Mayor Hartsfield has pointed out, the loss of another 
such valuable plane would probably equal the cost of the indi- 
cated improvement. With the trend ever towards larger and 
larger planes, and with Atlanta determined to maintain her 
place as the south’s aviation center, surely we can no longer 
afford to delay action on the matter.

‘Impregnable’ Defenses 

Admitting the fact that, this summer, the German armies 
have suffered disastrous losses in manpower and materiel, it is 
yet astonishing that we have been able to achieve a major 
landing on the Mediterranean coast of France with almost no 
_ loss and with, according to all reports, practically no enemy 
opposition. 

This invasion, like that of Normandy, has proven the vaunted 
“impregnable” coastal defenses built by the Germans are any- 
thing but that. In Normandy the task was harder and our 
forces suffered greater casualties. Yet, even there, the loss 
of men was far less than many had expected. 3 

It is probable all the propaganda put out by the Nazis as 
to the strength of their coast defenses was largely that—prop- 
aganda. By another word, bluff. Now, with the terrific toll 
taken by the Russians in the east and by the Allied armies in 
France and in Italy, the Nazis just haven’t,got the reserve 
forces to protect their outer defenses. 

This, however, does not mean the Germans will not fight 
desperately as they are forced back to their own borders. As 
their lines shorten they will, in all likelihood, put up a defensive 
fight that“can but prolong the inevitable collapse of a hope- 
less cause. 

But German failure to put up any sort of strong opposition 


in the south of France, although they knew quite well such an/| 


invasion was coming, is good news to the peoples of the occu- 
pied countries. For it indicates it will be a far easier task to 
drive the Nazis beyond German borders than was thought pos- 
sible not so long ago.

What a lot of Georgians had 
feared seems to have come to pass 
in the move to give Georgia a mod- 
er constitution, adapted to the 
conditions that not only have 
changed greatly since the present 
constitution was adopted in 1879, 
but are changing rapidly ‘ now. 
Governor Arnall has expressed 
the situation as follows, in taking 
the commission appointed to re- 
write the. constitution to task for 
its failure, as follows: “We have 
done very little so far about put- 
ting any fundamental changes in 
the old constitution. About all.we 
have done yet was to improve the 
grammar a little. Running through 
the work we have done there is 
great evidence of politics and po- 
litical considerations.” And _ the 
Governor added this thought: 
“Sooner or later this commission 
will have to decide whether we 
are going to write a new consti- 
tution or adopt a series of amend- 
ments to patch up the old one.” 
The constitutional commission has 
a great opportunity for rendering 
a distinct service to Georgia and 
Georgians and adopting for sub- 
mission to_the legislature a new 
basic law for the state—not a re- 
hashing of the law that was all 
right when Georgia was an agri- 
cultural state and particularly a 
cotton state. One of the great 
needs is a revision of the tax laws 
to more nearly equalize the bur- 
den of supporting the state gov- 
ernment, . Another need is the 
granting of “home rule” to the 
municipalities and counties of the 
state; There are other great needs, 
too. The commission will have 
failed miserably in its duty unless 
it has ready for presentation to 
the legislature next year an hon- 
est-to-goodness 1945 constitution, 
not a remodeled 1879 version,

Time Magazine 
And Joe Wall's Story 


I take it all will agree that Time magazine, 
one of the very excellent publications of the 
Henry Luce publishing companies, is not pro-New 
Deal in its thinking or writing. es 

Furthermore, it has been brought to my attention that conserva- 
tive businessmen read with interest its department headed” “‘Busi- 
ness and Finance.” 

I wonder if they found interesting the second article in that 
section in Time magazine of August 14? Since it is possible there 
may be those who missed this particular edition of Time, I want 
to discuss this specially featured article in the section “Business 
and Finance.” 

It was a story about Joe Wall, a farmer of Yale, Iowa. 

Also it is the story of the Farm Security Administration, gen- 
erally known as the FSA. 

That is the agency which seeks to carry out the Jeffersonian 
idea that the strongest country, and the safest country for property 
and business, was the country which had the most small land 
owners. 

I can say without fear of contradiction that the FSA, in Georgia 
and in the nation, has done the finest job of making this a con- 
servative, safe country for all our institutions, of any governmental 
(agency ever set up. Those who want to keep farm workers in 
the status of farm laborers, fight the FSA.’ There was a fight made 
against it because. some of the experiments of Rex Tugwell’s ad- 
ministration were thrown into the FSA setup. They were never 
an FSA creation. The selfish greed which has opposed the FSA, 


shouting about its few mistakes and ignoring its many successes,, 


does not want capable tenant farmers and able sharecroppers to 
become owners of their own farms. 

But this is a story I want Time magazine to tell as it found /it. 
It began: 

“Farmer Joseph Wall, 34, stepped into the office of the Farm 
Security Administration at Guthrie Center, Iowa, and—37 years 
before it was due—blandly paid the last installment on his $8,257 
FSA loan. Last week the well-tilled 80-aere farm and well-tended 
stock, which Farmer Wall cautiously estimates are worth $20,000 
at 1944 values, were free and clear of debt.” 

In 1935 Joe Wall quit working as a hired hand at $20 a month. 
He married a hired girl on a near-by farm. They rented a farm. 

There followed the story of a crop failure in 1936 when dronth 
seared all crops in Iowa. They tried again the next year, renting 
another farm. They did a little better. But Joe Wall and his wife 
wanted to get on. 

Then Wall found the FSA would lend money to tenant farmers 
who wanted to own their own land. 

Said Time: 

“From the time the Walls got their FSA loan they have been 
making money. Their gross income in 1941 was $2,500. Living 
expensés for the year were held to $500. The rest of the income 
went back into the farm, and $359 was paid to FSA. War and the 
weather swelled the Walls’ incofme. Good weather lifted the corn 
yield in 1942 to an average of 90 bushels an acre (during the 
drouth year the yield was 12 bushels—which is no crop at all). The 
war demand for food pushed up prices for hogs, eggs and milk. 
In 1942 their gross income soared to $4,200. Despite these com- 
parative riches, the Walls resolutely held their living expenses at 
the $500 level—and they made two payments to FSA totaling $2,300. 
Then 1943 was even better. They had bumper ¢rops. Their gross 
was up another 20 per cent, and Joe Wall made four trips to FSA, 
paid off $3,500. Doggedly they kept expenses down, made old 
machinery do, and resisted the temptation to buy more land. 

“Not all FSA borrowers have as enviable a record as the Walls. 
But not all farmers rescued by FSA from economic serfdom during 
the depression ’30s were as able, enterprising or as hard-working. 
Even so the FSA record is good. In seven years FSA has granted 
$212,000,000 of long-term farm ownership loans. Under set amorti- 
zation and interest payment schedules farmers would have. paid 
back $32.7 milliqn by-the close of the 1944 fiscal year. Actually 
the farmers have remitted $43.4 million. FSA Rural Rehabilitation 
loans (operating capital fof low-income farmers unable to obtain 
commercial credit) have totaled $843,000,000. The farmers should 
have paid back $543,000,000 of ey by now; of this amount these 
low-income farmers have actually paid back all but $59,000,000.

Joe Walls. But note that Time maga- 
zine, not some pro-administration writer, finds that by the end of 
the 1944 fiscal year FSA clients had paid back not merely the 
$32.7 million due, but had remitted $43.4 million. Of $843,000,000 
loaned the FSA clients should have paid back by now $543,000,000, 
have actually paid back all but $59,000,000. 

It is an amazing record, a great tribute to the stamina of the 
tenant and sharecropper farmers of the nation who took the chance 
to become citizens in the full meaning of the word.

And Their Slaves 


Words are the most peculiar things. Hen 
scratches on paper, or typed arrangements of 
Be funny little symbols we call letters, 

Litt : Or noise we make with lips and tongue and 
throat. Mysterious sounds that result from vibrations of vocal 
chords that impinge upon tiny bits of taut skin we call eardrums. 
Sending these sounds to that mass of material we call our brain 
and awakening responses which we call meanings, but which are, 
actually, but the result of imitative instinct when we were very 
oung. 

: Words, thousands upon thousands of differing arrangements of 
the 26 letters of our alphabet. Each word with meaning different 
than any other. For there are no exact synonyms. Each word ex- 
presses a shade of meaning that is its own. 

And, in the modern world, there are millions of humans who 
try to express, as clearly and@ruthfully as they may, the thoughts 
they have, through the medium of words. It is so difficult to put 
into words exactly the thought we want to communicate to our 
fellows. For, despite dictionaries and their definitions, words, the 
same words, mean different ideas to different people and, when you 
arrange words into phrases and sentences, you multiply in com- 
pound ratio the chances of those who hear or read finding a dif- 
ferent meaning than that you intended. 


THE PEN AND THE SWORD The ancient axiom declares 
the pen is mightier than the 


sword. Yet, is that true? For, even in this day of armies numbered 
‘by millions, there are a thousand who seek to gain their ends by 
the pen to one who wields the sword. 


Perhaps it is because there are too many wielding the pen, 
perhaps because they are too divided in the goals they seek, per- 
haps because of that too-frequent misinterpretation of the words 
we think express our exact thoughts, that the pen is only an in- 
strument of unrealized power. ' 


And, so many who would use words and make them powerful, 
are so inexcusably careless in the words they use and the way in 
which they arrange them. How many messages that might have 
exerted tremendous influence, for good or for evil, have weakly 
failed because those who would speak the message have been un- 
able to command the words they needed? 

Public opinion is the influence which decides the course of the 
American ship of state. It is words that both create that public 
opinion and make it known. . 

Words can lead us upward toward the better days and the better 
life we envisage, or words can, as in the Biblical story of Babel, 
create only confusion and disunity. _ 

It was not only because the workers on the Tower of Babel 
spoke in different tongues that they fell into chaos, it was because 
their brains put different interpretations upon the sounds that issued 
from the mouths of their fellows. 


ADDED CONFUSION The fact that men speak many differ- 


ent languages adds vastly to the con- 
fusion of the words that pour from the millions of minds that blind- 
ly believe they evolve ideas. 

It is so difficult as to be almost impossible for men to convey 
exact ideas in the words of their native tongue. How much more 
difficult, then, when what they speak or write must pass through 
the mind of an interpreter before reaching the audience for which 
it is intended? 

We read some words purported to come from the mouth of 
Josef Stalin. And we agree or disagree, according to the meaning 
our own brains put upon those words. We fail, though, to remem- 
ber that the words Stalin spoke were Russian words and the Eng- 
lish words we read are, actually, the words of an interpreter who 
may, in fact is almost certain to, fail to interpret to us the exact 
shade of meaning Stalin sought. ° 

A professor of English literature, in a school for boys in Eng- 
land, used to tell his students there was only one truly important 
objective in writing, once the idea sought to be conveyed had been 
formulated by the would-be writer. 

That important task was to find exactly the right word. To 
never be satisfied with synonym, no matter how close the mean- 
ing it conveyed, when there was another word which moré exactly 
fitted the thought to be expressed. 

Words, the little sounds that emanate from the lips of sensate 
man, the tiny symbols with which he seeks to reach the mind apd 
soul of his fellow. 

Words, so powerful in potentiality, so clumsy and prone to error 
in their everyday usage.

Reply*to T. R. 

In his reply to the late ex-Presi- 
dent ‘Theodore Roosevelt's letter 
accusing him of writing a mislead- 
ing report to President Wilson in 
the Bisbee deportation case, Frank- 
furter denied that the men de- 
ported from Bisbee, in 1917, were 
planning insurrection. He went 
into a discussion of organized op- 
position to social justice in the 
copper mines which seems to 
been beside the point on 
which Roosevelt had challenged 
him. 

Roosevelt’s point was that there 
was imminent danger to an un- 
armed community, and this con- 
tention was suported by much 
testimony of reputable men and 
finally proved in a trial in a state 
court, of one of the deputized citi- 
zens. In this test case, tried in 
1920, Harry E,. Wootton, a hard- 
ware dealer in Bisbee, was acquit- 
ed in 16 minutes by ‘a jury from 
which employes of the railroads, 
copper companies and other big 
interests were barred. The case is 
celebrated for ‘he charge to the 
jury by Judge Samuel L. Pattee, 
expounding “law of necessity.” 

The charge was kidnaping. The 
defense was imminent danger to 
the community. 

Pattee told the jury they could 
acquit Wootton if they believed 
there was a “real, threatend ahd 
actual danger of immediate des- 
truction of life and property.” 

After the test case the other in- 
dictments were dropped and no 
person ever was punished by the 
federal government because it was 
found that no federal law had 
been violated. 

Frankfurter ignored, or gave no 
weight to, powerful evidence that 
many strangers had sifted into 
Bisbee, that men and women had 
been threatened, and that the 
IWW, the predecessors of today’s 
Communists, were violently ob- 
structing this nation’s war effort 
in many western areas. The IWW 
had seized upon this country’s in- 
tense preoccupation with the war 
against Germany as an opportunity 
to make a revolution here at home. 
There were many Germans, Aus- 
trians and other’ continentals 
them and, in the Bisbee trouble, 
there were many Mexicans. The 
sheriff insisted that these Mexi- 
cans included former Villistas who, 
of course, were violently anti- 
American, Hé said they had hid- 
den their old military weapcns in 
the mountains. 


Sole Concern 


“The apologists for anarchy are 
never concerned for justice,’ T. R. 
wrote to Frankfurter, “They are 
solely concerned in seeing one 
kind of criminal é¢scape justice 
precisely as certain big business- 
men and corporation lawyers have 
in the pase been concerned in see- 
ing another kind of criminal es- 
cape justice.” 

He did not call Frankfurter an 
apologist for anarchy in so many 
words but he did say, flatly, “You

W ASHINGTON.—Nothing better reveais the 
phony quality of two of the leading issues cur- 
rently being raised against President Roosevelt 
than, the vote taken in the senate last week on 
the George reconversion bill. ' 

Critics of the administration have been shouting their lungs out 
in protest against the support: being given the Democratic presi- 
dential ticket by the CIO through its Political Action Committee. 
Opponents of the President have openly charged that the Demo 
cratic party, as presently constituted, has been taken over by the 
CIO and that it no longer represents the best interests of, the 
country. s 


Yet here, in the George bill, was a proposal vigorously opposed 


not only by the CIO, but more conservative elements of organized 
labor as well. The AFL was just as active in urging the acceptance 
of the Murray-Kilgore substitute, with its more liberal provisions 
for unemployment compensation during the postwar transition 
period, 


Despite the intensity of the labor opposition, the George bill 
won by a margin of more than two to one, largely through the 
support it received from conservative Democrats, mostly from the 
south, 


That is an effective answer to the charge that the CIO now 
dominates the Democratic party. Any number of other bills passed 
by congress during the past year could be cited in the same way. 


It is no more appropriate to say that the Democratic party is 
dominated by the CIO, of course, than it is to charge that the GOP 
is controlled by the isolationists. There is just about as much basis 
for one statement as the other. It just happens that the vast ma- 
jority of organized labor feels kindly disposed to the President and, 
therefore, is aligned with the Democratic ticket, while the isola- 
tionists, with even greater unanimity, are opposed to the Roose- 
velt foreign policies and consequently have identified themselves 
with the Republican. ticket. 


SECOND ISSUE. The second campaign issue which evaporates 

| into thin air with the senate vote on the 
George bill grows out of the charge that Mr. Roosevelt intends to 
set himself up as a dictator. 


Now, if the senate vote means anything at all, it is that the 
body is subject to domination and control at any time by a coali- 
tion of Republicans and conservative Democrats. As Senator Hatch, 
of New Mexico, has correctly stated, this has been true for the past 
two years, or ever since the elections of 1942, which showed con- 
siderable Republican gains. 


And what is true of the senate is equally true of the house. 
No longer can the charge be made that congress is a rubber-stamp 
congress. Mr. Roosevelt has been rebuffed too many times in recent 
years by a coalition. of Republicans and conservative Democrats. He 
has been without practical control of congress now for some time. 


How then can a man become a dictator when he is unable to 
contro] one of the three co-ordinate branches of government? He 
could do so only by abolishing or suspending congress by presi- 
dential decree. But obviously if he were planning to do any such 
thing, we wouldn’t be holding a presidential election this fall. 


The whole business, as regards both issues, is pure poppycock, 
of course. There has never been the slightest basis for concern on 
either score, except in the misguided minds of the Roosevelt haters. 


The suggestion that the President is a would-be dictator is on 
a par with another screwball how! currently being put up by the 
Chicago Tribune-New York News McCormick-Patterson press, to 
the effect that if Mr. Roosevelt is given a fourth term it will mark 
the end of Democratic processes in the United States. 


ONARCHY Believe it or not, but these two journalistic sources 
- of public enlightenment are actually trying to sell 
their readers the idea that the fourth term will result in a mon- 
archy being set up in the United States. 


Here is what the New York paper had to say about the fourth- 
term issue the other day: “Do we want to regain our democratic 
form of government, or do we want to go over completely to mon- 
archy, to one-man rule? ... If Roosevelt is re-elected, in a fair 
election, the majority will have voted for a return to monarchy.” 


It is inconceivable that a great newspaper could be so dumb as 
to allow sloppy reasoning of that kind to creep into its. editorial 
pages. It is on a level with some of the stuff that appeared in the 
vermin press before the Department of Justice closed down on them. 


Naturally no part of the thinking public is deceived by such 
vapid mouthings. If anything, the only effect is to make the people 
forget the faults of the New Deal and continue to support the Presi- 
dent for the enemies he has made, — :

Nutritious Cottage Cheese 
Combines Wellin Salads 


By SALLY SAVER. 

Cottage cheese is a very nutri- 
tious food. Being made from milk, 
usually skim milk, it contains all 
the valuable elements of milk, ex- 
cept the cream, and it contains the 
elements in almost the same quan- 
tity as does milk. The chemical 
change from milk into a curd 
makes cottage cheese very digest- 
ible, therefore desirable as a food 
for children, older persons, and 
convalescents. But since cottage 
cheese combines so well with 
many foods to make summer sal- 
ads these are a means of getting 
milk values into the diets of those 
who do not drink milk, or who do 
not take enough milk. A mold- 
ed cottage cheese salad is made 
this way: 
COTTAGE CHEESE SALAD 

1 package lemon or lime gelatin. 

1 cup hot water. 

1 cup canned pineapple juice 


and water. 

Strips of red or green pepper. 

1 cup canned crushed pineapple. 

1 cup cottage cheese. 

\%4 teaspoon salt. 

Dash of cayenne. 

Dissolve gelatin in hot water. 
Add pineapple juice and water. 
Chill until slightly thickened. Dec- 
orate a mold with ae of pep- 
per. Combine pineapple, cheese, 
salt and pepper. Fold into gelatin 
mixture, Turn into mold and chill 
until firm. Unmold on crisp greens 
and serve with mayonnaise, Fill 
center with tossed mixed salad or 
mixed fruit salad, as desired. 

Another salad: 

2 cups cottage cheese. 

Salt and pepper. 

Light cream. 

% cup French dressing. 

Leaves of crisp lettuce. 

Season cottage cheese to taste 
with salt and pepper, adding 


cream until cheese is moist and of 
desired consistency.

Georgia Power 
Slates Contest 


An essay contest in which a 
total of $5,200 in war bonds will 
be awarded to 60 contest winners 
has been announced by the Geor- 
gia Power Company. The subject 
of the contest is “Five Ways to 
Make My Community Better.” 

The purpose of the contest, ac- 
cording to C. A. Collier, power 
company ‘vice president, is to ob- 
tain ideas from. as many Georgia 
citizens as possible on the subject 
of the improvement of Geordgia’s 
home towns, The contest is a part 
of the company’s Better Home 
Towns program,.in which each 
community will be encouraged to 
make such civic improvements as 
will. promote better living condi- 
tions and economic opportunities. 

An important objective of the 
program is creation of additional 
jobs, so that the postwar period 
will not bring a migration from 
Georgia of former soldiers and 
war workers seeking opportunities 
in other states. 

The essay contest will be in two 
divisions—one for adults and one 
for boys and girls under 18. In 
each case the first prize will be a 
$1,000 war bond and the second 
prize a $500 war bond. Third and 
fourth prizes will be $200 and 
$100, respectively, in war bonds.

Suit Promised To End Dispute 
Over Georgia's GOP Electors

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—(INS) 
The Republican national commit- 
tee will institute a legal action in 
Georgia tod secure the political 
rights of citizens “regardless of 
race or color,” according to an 
anouncement today by Herbert 
Brownell Jr., national chairman 
of the party. 


The contemplated suit concerns | 


the alleged refusal of the Georgia 
secretary of state to certify a cer- 
tain group of electors. 


“,e received word from Geor- 
gia,” said Brownell, “that the Dem- 
ocratic secretary of state had re- 
fused to place on thé ballot the 
names of Republican electors duly 
chosen by the Republican party 
for the Dewey-Bricker ticket.” 

The Republican national com- 
mittee, he said, had certified the 
names of the regular electors. 


BROWNELL’S CHARGE 


“However,” he continued, “the 
secretary of state disregarded this 
certification and substituted an 
unauthorized list of electors.” 


Brownell sent an attorney, Ed- 
ward McLean, of New York, to 
Georgia as a representative of the 
national committee to investigate. 

“Our attorney,” said Brownell, 
“went to Atlanta and has com- 
pleted his investigation. 

“We find that the bogus Repub- 
licans selected by the Democratic 
secretary of state are the same 


who appeared at the Republican|. 


national convention in Chicago be- 
fore the credentials committee and 
asked to be seated as delegates 
from Georgia. 

“The credentials committee re- 


jected their claims because, among 
other reasons, they had denied Ne- 


groes the right to vote in the se- 
lection of delegates. 


APPEAL TO ARNALL 


“The GOP group seated as dele- 
gates had acted in accordance 
with Republican principles and 
given everyone a chance to vote,

LondonRespite 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—(4)—Flying 
bombs were hurled in artillerylike 
salvos at London and south Eng- 
land today and tonight, ending the 
dark-hour respite for the metro- 
politan area, as the public specu- 
lated on possible new terrors from 
improved rockets. 

“Is evacuation of women and

Four World Domination 


Would Be Tragic, Says Dewey 


By JACK BELL. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 16.—(#)— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey declared 
tonight that if the Washington 
postwar security conference result- 
ed in a permanent four-power al- 
liance “to dominate the world,” 
the United Nations will have de- 
scended to power politics and “we 
will have lost the war before we 
have won it.” 

In a statement frankly interpret- 
ed by aides as critical of proposals 
made by President Roosevelt and 
Russian representatives for an en- 
during partnership between the 
United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and China, the Republican 
presidential nominee insisted that 
as soon as the world was brought 
to orderby the Big Four, the small 
nations must have a ne - de- 
ciding their future 

Telling reporters he balléved he 
spoke the views of the Republican 
party, Dewey said that “in the 
kind of permanent world organiza- 
tion we seek, all nations, great 
and small, must be assured of 
their full rights.” 

He had received “disturbing re-

ports,” Dewey said, that the con- 
versations which were to begin 
between diplomatic represent- 
atives of the four big Allied coun- 
tries at the old Georgetown mian- 
sion of Dumbarton Oaks in Wash- 
ington next week might be aimed 
toward a permanent four-power 
military alliance. ! 


“It would be a tragedy if the 
coming conference among the 
British, Russian, Chinese and our- 
selves should be distracted from 
the task of planning for a genuine 
world organization for peace by 
proposals which amount merely 
to a four-power military alliance 
to control the world,” he said in 
an 800-word statement handed to 
newsmen who gathered in the ex- 
ecutive offices. 


To this he added, when report- 
ers asked him to put it on the 
record, the following statement: 

“If we get off on the wrong foot 
of cynical power politics, we will 
have lost the war before we have 
won it.” 

Dewey himself declined to elab- 
orate, but intimates said ‘he inter- 
preted recent statements of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt as indicating that 
the administration favored the for- 
mation of a world security organi- 
zation in which the four great na- 
tions, with a rotating fifth power, 
would have dominating roles. 

He was said to interpret the 
Russian viewpoint as expressed by 
that country’s representatives, as 
favorable to permanent four-pbower 
control of any organization that 
might be formed. 

In Washington, after the Dew- 
ey statement apparently had been 
called to Secretary Hull’s atten- 
tion, State Department officials 
said there would be no comment 
today.

Two lower house incumbents, 
Representative Harry Sauthoff, of 
the third district, and Representa- 
tive Howard J. McMurray, of the 
fifth, sought senatorial nomina- 
tions. Sauthoff was unopposed for 
the Progressive nomination and 
McMurray for the Democratic 
spot, They will oppose Wiley in 
November.

Thill, former congressman from 
the fifth district, won the Republi- 
can nomination and will oppose 
Biemiller.
